DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 23 June 2010. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6, 8-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Claims 1 -6, 8-1 9 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest, in combination with the other claim limitations, a method of synthesizing 
electronic components that includes making a nanoporous membrane having a 
plurality of pores on a single crystal substrate and growing nanoscale filamentary 
structures on a catalyst in at least some of the pores, wherein a wall of the pores 
includes a single crystal zone, and wherein at least some of the catalyst is grown 
epitaxially on the single crystal zone and on at least a portion of the nanoporous 
membrane common to numerous pores so that the chirality of the nanoscale 
filament structures is controlled; and 
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• Claims 20-25 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest, in combination with the other claim limitations, a component for 
electronics that includes at least one nanoscale filamentary structure with a 
nanoporous membrane having a plurality of pores on a single crystal substrate 
and nanoscale filamentary structures on a catalyst in at least some of the pores, 
wherein a wall of the pores includes a single crystal zone, wherein at least some 
of the catalyst is grown epitaxially on the single crystal zone and on at least a 
portion of the nanoporous membrane common to numerous pores, and wherein 
the chirality of the nanoscale filament structures is controlled.
